The following remarkable state- 
ment has been received from H. R. 
Brown, Vice President of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom, In answer 
to attacks made upon him by ene- 
mies or liberty. Mr. Brown is a 
widely known citizen oT Macon 
whose Americanism can not be 
challenged. 

"I have been scored, criticized and 
frowned upon." he wrote, "by some 
people of Macon tor my eHort* to 
give the people of Macon the facts 
about the conditions in Ireland, and 
my connection with the Lochren So- 
ciety, organized to assist Ireland to 
gain her independence. I wish to 
ray here that my great-grandparents 
were direct descendants Of Amos 
Brown, of England, and came to 
America in 1636. and were the first 
settlers in Rhode Island, and lster 
In Western Massachusetts. My 
mother was a Mason. Her uncle. 
Major Gen. Mason, was In command 
at the batde of Saratoga. Her 
grandfather, John Iceland, a Baptist 
minister in Virginia, wus a sojl ef 
Henry Leland. o, England, 
rarne to America ,1'hhnt thr- ri 
the Mayflower. My grandfather. 
Capt. Daniel Brown, was at the bat- 
tle oi Bennington. Vermont, and 
captured twelve British officers, tak- 
ing them to his home on parole and 
took care of them until tho end of 
the war. and at his own expense. 
Only one of these officers ever re- 
turned to England to live. One of 
these, Major Gen. Henry Rowe. mar- 
ried a daughter of Capt. Daniel 
Brown, my grandfather, my Aunt 
Lucy, who moved to Canada and 
raised a large family. While I am 
originally of English blood. I am 
now non-English and nil American, 
and proud of it. I firmly believe 
that Ireland today is the worst gov- 
erned country on the face of the 
earth, and frankly say. I would Just 
about as soon he under the rule of 
German culture an under British ty- 
ranny. I am strongly in favor of 
the Monroe doctrine. It Is a notice 
to the nations of Europe to keep out 
of America; if we Join the League 
of Nations we practically invite 
them to join Uh. and we will grad- 
ually come under European domina- 
tion. You that want to may all sit 
up with John Bull and court hi* 
rompany, but as sure as fate he will 
finally toss you with his horns. Be- 
ware the Bull! Our ancestors gave 
all they had and shed their blood to 
be free from the British yoke. To 
put our nec ka back In that yoke, 
called the League ol Nations, would 
he an act of treason to American in- 
dependence."

Thompson and Dr. William B. Do- 
nor: v. Sr.. are the Kentucky mem- 
bers, and will prove interesting 
reading: 

Hercules Mulligan «u born at 
Coleralne, County Antrim. Ireland, 
in the year 1740. His grandfather 
came rroai Mayo. The family wore 
of noble ancestry and are mentioned 
In Burke's Peerage as bard* to the 
O'Reillys as early as the ninth cen- 
tury Hercules was In business la 
New York before the year 17 05 as 
he was made a Freeman of tho city 
on October 1 ot that year. His 
brother Hugh was so designated on 
January 31, 1769. Hercules Mulli- 
gan Is mentioned often in New York 
papers as living near Water steset 
during the year 1772. He was no 
lover ot British rule, and was a 
member or the Sons or liberty, and 
to, -k part In the Battle of Golden 
HllU ln Jun *< 1^70. This was m tho 
terrKov ' bounded by John, William. 
Fulton df ld Pearl streets.

In 1774 at a meeting ot the Sons 
ot Liberty held at what le now Ann 
dtreet and Broadway, Mulligan and 
Hamilton weer elected to member- 
ship and the latter made his first 
public speech at this gathering. A 
committee which included the Irish 
James Duano was appointed to go 
as representative to the Continental 
Congress in Philadelphia. On Octo- 
ber 20, 1774. that Congress dratted 
a Non - Importation Agreement. 
Among the Irish delegates who 
signed it were John Sullivan Lynch. 
Thomas McKean. James Duane and 
the two Rutledges, Charles Thomp- 
son, ot Oerry, Ireland, wrote tho 
Agreements. The New York Pro- 
vincial Congress met soon after and 
appointed a committee or six to car- 
ry out the orders ot the Continental 
Congress; the.s.- were John. Delaney, 
J. Totten. Remseu. Van Dams, Bick- 
er and Hercules Mulligan. On No- 
vember 20, 1774, the citizens met In 
th>- City Hall (now the site of the 
Sub-Treasury) and appointed a 
Committee of Safety. Mulligan being 
a member. Public opinion was di- 
vided, and the Tory - lenient, who 
were much in th* majority, seemed 
to have the most able men on their 
side, and much the best of tho argu- 
ment lu pamphleteering and other 
tonus or controversy. • Dr. WUkes, 
a noted Tory, published a pamphlet 
at this time that created a great 
sensation, and was a hard attack tor 
th<- patriot party to answer.

Alter the. Battle ot Lexington on 
April 19, 1775. New York was ox. 
cited. The citizens met and ap- 
pointed a Committee ot One Hun- 
dred, men or eminence, to take 
charge ot the city's affairs, Mulligan 
being among those selected. He was 
one ot the signers to a call for a 
Provincial Congress on April I. 
1776. His associates Included Isaac

The Committee of One Hundirad met 
on July 7 of the same year and ap- 
pointed from their number s> Com- 
mittee of Secrecy and Inspection. 

In 
August the Provincial Congrenn di- 
vided the city and entire colony Into 
district* In District t Mulligan and 
Victor Becker rorroed a military 
company or eighty-three men and 
five officers. On November 1 a 
Committee of Correspondence was 
selected, Hercules being one of Its 
sixty members: and his name ajso 
appears on the Committee o<f Obeor 
vation appointed December 1. On 
July 9, 1776, the Continental sol- 
diers were drawn up on tho Com 
mon (now City Hall Park) and the 
Declaration of Independence road to 
them. The Sons of Liberty were 
well represented in the crowd that 
gathered.

street. A statue of the English 
King. Oeorg© HI., stood at Bowling 
Green; that night speeches were 
made there, the crowd of So as of 
Liberty, including Sears, Curtln, 
Duane. Livingston. Mulligan. The 
statue being of leail. wan torn down 
and melted Into 42.000 bullet*, 
which the patriot* used at the Bat- 
tle of Long Island on August 27. 
1776. 

The American Army was badly 
beaten in this battle. Gen. John 
Sullivan was tak»>n prisoner by the 
British, The roster of the three 
Maryland regiments that were cut 
to pieces In covering the retreat 
showed th8t In one regiment SO per 
cent. (602) were Irish, and In one 
company of the Third Maryland 
Militia every man was horn In Ire- 
land. This Is the first time that 
this statement has ever been public- 
ly made. Yet I'alfrey. Lodge. Flske. 
and other historians, will tell you 
that the Revolution was a contest 
between brothers (that la English), 
«fid that all of the Irish were loyal- 
ists. Hercules Mulligan was a spy 
or secret agent for Washington. Of 
course all reports from such source* 
were, no doubt, destroyed by the 
Commander-in-Chief. after being 
read. Alexander Hamilton was ap- 
pointed to Washington's staff on 
March X, 1777. The historian. 
Hmueker". slates that Hamilton cor- 
resonded with a secret trlend in 
New York, and Hamilton so wrote 
to General dates in 1777. 

Thomas Jones, recorder of the 
city In 1783 or 17S8. wrote a history 
of New York; he quotes Gen. Ste- 
phen Moylan as declaring that not 
a slxgle return of the number and 
state ef the British Army that Gen. 
Sir Henry rilnton received but that 
Gen. Washington a No received. 
Mulligan was * tailor and hl» shop 
on Queen street was patronized by 
the Brttlsih officers, with whom he 
wan on good terms, and no doubt he 
heard many things. When Tlcon- 
deroga fell a British officer, Col. 
Ludlow, sent word of it to rebel 
Mulligan, as he put It. that It would 
be good news for him. Washington 
publicly acknowledged Mulligan's 
services. 

When the British evacuated New 
York on November 25. 1783, Wash- 
ington on that morning took break- 
fast at Mulligan's house. 23 Queen 
street (now 177 Pearl street) Mrs. 
Fanning, a descendant of Mulligan, 
residing In Astoria, possesses old 
letters, books and data l»'longing to 
the family, also the original chair 
on which Washington sat; the plato 
from which he ate Is now owned by 
Mrs. Grace Wheeler Lawrence of 
New York.

Hercules Mulligan died on March 
4, 1825, at the age of eight) five 
years. He Is buried under the 
Channel of Trinity Church. In the 
Saunders vault. Ills sons. John W. 
and William C, were leading law- 
yers In later years. John W. was 
Associated with Livingston, and was 
one of the city's nlin- aldermen from 
1806 to 1809. He also commanded 
the Fifth Regiment, which later 
fought In the War of 1S12. but It is 
rot yet certain thai he participated., 
He was surrogate in 1810. county, 
clerk in 1813, and as late as 1849 ( 
a member of tbe Board of Managers 
of the Bt. Nicholas Society. His 
death occurred In 1 862. William C. 
Mulligan was a distinguished man 
also. He hod a son. William, whose 
daughter, Mrs. Itobert B. Fanning 
lives In Astoria, and a direct de 
scendant also Is Dr. Edward Liv 
ingsfoft Mulligan, of Huntington 
Long Island. 

Why has Hercules Mulligan been 
ignored by American historians 
when they give prominence to men 
who accomplished much less? His 
Irish name seems to hi' the reason 
He nw a spy and had he been cap- 
tured and executed like Nathan 
Mate would have become immortal 
He Is not mentioned by any hlstor 
Ian except James Grant Wilson 
Why do those historians suppress 
what Irishmen have done? 

Why do they not mention the sis- 
teen Irish riflemen who held the rail 
lenrv at Bunker Hill against a regl 
inept? Or Margaret Corbin. the 
Irish herolue of Fort Washington? 
Or Marjele Sullivan. whose sons 
were governors and high slate offi- 
cials? Whv is the bravery forgot- 
ten of Lieutenant Croghan. at Fort 
Stevenson. In the War of 1812? Or 
that splendid horo. Paul Jones 
O'Brien, in the Mexican War' There 
is no mention of the Irish soldiers 
who defended the forlorn hope at 
the Battle of Brandywine. and whom 
Washington with tears in his eyes 
thanked the next day? All of th 
blame did not belong to the hlstoi 
tans who could partly be excused on 
account of th,eir environment and 
early training. The Irish- American 
element were much to blame, be- 
cause they hod neglected to write 
down the records of the men and 
women of their race who had help- 
ed develop the American Republic

Tha views expressed by the Very 
Iter. P. X. McCabe. C. M.. President 
of De Paul University. Chicago, 
* about the necessity of and benefits 
derived from sports, are noteworthy. 
Pastimes are sports, Indoor and out- 
door, that are Intended to sire ut 
relaxation — mental relaxation neces- 
sary la our line, says Pather Mc- 
Cabe- 

" 'AU work and no play makes 
Jack a dull boy.' Is a aaylnit that la 
constantly held In highest repute 
by nan in general and should be so 
held by every man. whether he la 
occupied over books or In office, or 
at his place of business, no matter 
where. If a man neglects this say- 
ing he becomes very narrow and he 
shortens the period of his public 
usefulness; that is, if he ever had 
aay public usefulness. I believe I 
ran safely say that, as a rule, there 
is so one who likes clean sports bet- 
§, tej than a Catholic priest. And this 
Is for a very goed reason. Idleness 
la always conducive to evil in the 
hearta and in the minds of men. 
When you keep young men or old 
mea who aca . actively engaged in 
another particular calling out of 
mischief by furnishing them with 
jrood clean sport, you are giving 
them an opportunity to refresh 
themselves and to recover from the 
strain on the nerves, the mental and 
physical strain that comes from 
their constant application to busi- 
ness. You make them light-hearted 
and you make, them hearty. Surely 
anything that tends toward making 
them happy and light-hearted In ■ 
life must be a good thing and I 
should be encouraged by every good 
man and by every public official in 
particular. Such old-time ideas as 
yon heard read here a while ago. 
for Instance, that the billiard table- 
ought to be taxed because It fosters 
Idleness. are preposterous and 
should be roundly rebuked and con- 
demned. I never played a game of 
billiards in my lite with the thought 
that I was Idle wblle I was playing. 
I was working Just as hard as pos- 
sible from the time I started until 
the finish If you call that Idleness, 
then I don t know. I must have got 
hold of the wrong dictionary. And 
so it is with every sport. Now we 
have outdoor sports that take up a 
great portion of the year and are 
played practically all the year round 
in some parts of the country, but 
only a few months elsewhere. These 
sports bring the man away from 
their business cares and lake their 
minds off the worries and struggles 
of life. It has always been a pleas- 
ure to me to get Into a grand stand 
and to alt there and study the faces 
of the men. I don't care whether 
they are prlesta. fudges, doctors, 
lawyers, business men. bankers or 
men of any other class. As they 
came In I could see they were bent 
down over something all the time. 

There was a strained look about 
them as when they were going to 
work. But let them reach their 
•eats In the grand stand or out on 
tha bleachers. Let the players get 
in action. • See three men on bases 
and a* man at bat and no runs made 
for the favorite team— you have 
V seen the picture; the spectators have 
forgotten they were even men; they 
are kids, every one of them. They 
have forgotten that there is any- 
thing else in life, that there Is any- 
thing Important to attend, to. One 
thing Is of all Importance, and that 
is for tha fellow standing at the 
plats to smash the ball for all he 
• Is worth." 

KNIGHTH IN IRELAND. 

Speaking of Ireland. Carleton W. 
Catseron. of Hyde Park. Mass., a 
returning Knights of Colnmbus offi- 
cial, explained that his ferork had 
given him an opportunity to travel 
extensively In that country, where 
the Knights of Columbus had es- 
tablished a large club la the city 
of Dublin that took an active in- 
terest In American naval men. They 
were scattered at the cities on the 
coast of the Emerald Isle and be- 
tween Dublin and such base porta 
as Camsron and his K. of C. sup- 
plies operated. 

"Ireland is whlsperland." said 
the Casey man. "They have devel- 
oped a very serious mood in that 
country There Is no song or loud 
laughing, but a certain sombreness 
tn the very air. Everyone whispers. 
Is Ireland I saw more British tom- 
mies thsn I had ever seen In all my 
(ojoortu about Prance. Just think 
of that. If the British Government 
tmkl onlv spend one-llfth of the 



money their military establishment 
In Irelsnd is costing to assist the 
people with hospitals and medical 
treatment and schools there might 
be a different story to tell. I am no 
Sinn Pelner or Irish propagandist. 
But In the streets of Ireland I en- 
countered more people who needed 
medical attention than I have ever 
seen in my life. They were crippled 
old men and women, chtldren and 
young men. I do not know where 
the source or the stories of the Sinn 
Peln riots emanate, but I suspect 
some yellow journalism somewhere 
slong the line. Half of the crimes 
attributed to the Sinn Peln are ac- 
tually perpetrated by demobilised 
soldiers who still have the lust for 
brutality and murder. Bank rob- 
bers, shootings of policemen, etc., 
are found upon investigation to be 
nothing more than shindigs which 
have their Inception after copious 
drinking. The assailants in 60 per 
cent, turn out to be former sol- 
diers."

Pive Irish traitors from Ulster 
spoke at the Medlnah Temple, Chi- 
cago. Monday evening. They camel 
to this country on a mission or 
hatred, for the British Government, 
snd mean to Invade all the principal 
cities of America. The great Chi- 
cago auditorium was packed and 
thousands turned away. I was I 
there. The very atmosphere wu 
surcharged with the spirit of big- ! 
otry. Not more than 3 per cent, of 
the audience were on speaking: 
terms with , Intellectual Hospitality. I 
The others were actually deformed 
by lack of mental breadth. I deny 
that this crowd of bigoted Anglo- 
fauallca was representative of Chi- 
cago and America. The managers 
had so organized the meeting that 
no person could Interrupt or ques- 
tion the speakers without being in- 
stantly ejected. This made rt pos- ; 
aible for our missionaries of hatred ' 
to speak freely. By carefully se- 
lecting their audience the speakers 
and their sponsors proved that they 
had a proper conception of the 
weak, deceptive and defenseless 
character of their cause. 

Nobody dares to submit a gold 
brick to the acid teat. Despite the 
fact that admission was by ticket, a 
few friends of Irish freedom were 
present. They were, however, com- 
pelled to listen In silence to the 
aland<*rous, lying, rotten rubbish ! 
snd poppycock that fell in verbal \ 
torrents from the brazen lips tnlhe 
bigoted traitors from Ulster. I am 
familiar with the art of public 
speaking. It is not a difficult thing 
to defend Truth in a public forum. 
A lie has no defense. I have heard 
many of the great orators of Ameri- 
ca and the world. I have listened 
lo men representing all degrees of 
Intelligence discuss every problem of 
human interest, but .sever before 
have I met with such crazy conten- 
tions, such preposterous proposi- 
tions as I heard presented that 
night by these apostles of Ill-will. 
The speakers were not entirely to 
blame. They came to advocate a 
cause that Reason can not support 
—that Justice condemns — that Lib- 
erty can not endure — and for which 
brains can not construct a sound de- 
fense. Men whose brains have been 
warped by bigotry, whose souls are 
pickled In prejudice, when not ar- 
rogant and impudent, excite my pity 
rather than my resentment and con- 
tempt. But the men from Ulster 
wore not only arrogant and Impu- 
dent; they were perfect examples of 
Incarnate impertinence. 

This band of bigoted Invaders em- 
braced four ministers and a 2x0 pol- 
itician by the name of Goote, who 
by the disgrace of Intolerance Im a 
member of the British Parliament 
from Tyrone. The reverend gentle- 
men answer to the names of Bluf . 
Harte. Ilaxleton and Crooks. These 
preachers Inherited the religious 
prejudice of the seventeenth century 
and glory In their legacy. They 
rightly belong to the times of John 
Calvin and Henry VIII.. and are as 
much out of place In this age as a 
donkey cart in an automobile 
parade. On the Irish question they 
represent the despotic power that 
has stood for seven centuries on the 
bruised and bleeding neck of Erin. 
They represent the cruel authors of 
the Infamous Irish penal code, of 
which the Frenchman. Montesquieu, 
wrote: 

"This horrid code was conceived 
by devils, written in human blood, 
and registered In boll." 

They came to America to uphold 
the power that put Robert Emmet 
to death, and In 1916 executed 
Pearne and McDonough for the 
crime of patriotism. They are also 
the spiritual descendants of men 
who, under Charles II.. threw Eng- 
land Into two antl-Cathollc panic* 
and forced the Government to order 
the arrest of every Catholic In the 
country. It was during this wave of 
hysteria England passed an act ex- 
cluding Catholics from the right to 
hold public office, and put Arch- 
bishop Plunket to death. The de- 
cree uttered by the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice. In passing sentence on the 
Archbishop, gives a good idea of the 
spirit of the times. He hald: 

"The judgment which we give you 
l« that which the law says ' and 
speaks. You must gc from hence to 
Newgate, and from thence you shall 
be drawn through the cWy of Lon- 
don to Tyburn; there you shall be 
hanged by the neck, but cut down 
before you are dead, your bowels 
shall be taken out and burned he- 
fore your facp, your head shall be 
cut off and your body be divided 
Into four quarters, to be disposed of 
aa His Majesty pleases. And I pray 
God to have mercy on your soul." 

Of course times have changed and j 
Protestants would not do this now, 
but these Irish traitors from Ulster 
hint that Catholics would.

George III. against the rights of the 
American people. He could have 
made as good a case tor that tyrant 
as those traitors made in behalf of 
Oeorge V. to continue to govern Ire- 
land against the expressed will of 
her people. Of course his conten- 
tions, like theirs, would have been 
based upon silly sophistries and | 
damnaMe principles, but Benedict I 
Arnold while making his shameful 1 
plea would not have been compelled 
to face the mangled ghosts of seven 
bleeding centuries. 

Judas Iscariot betrayed Jesus 
Christ, but Instead of trying to de- 
fend himself or his infamous deed, 
he went out and hanged himself. 
Had Judas token the platform to de- 
fend his treason, his reason, logic 
and arguments would have been on 
a par with the contentions of the 
orators from Ulster. Judas could 
betray Christ, bat he so despised 
himself for the deed that ho refused 
to cor.Ur.ue to live— never thought 
of trying to Justify his treason 
These traitors to Ireland lack tho 
sense of shame that drove Judas to 
commit suicide. 

It is hard for men to do their 
best tn a bad cause, but these 
Ulstermen certainly went the limit. 
They earned the gratitude of Ire- 
land's oppressors and the everlast- 
ing contempt of her patriots. Had 
they possessed the courage of Cae- 
sar, the wit and genius of Shakes- 
peaae and the eloquence of Burke, 
their efforts in behalf of the cause 
they represent would have made 
ihem ridiculous. There is nothing 
In courage, wit, eloquence or genius 
that can conceal the monkeylstic 
performance of men who publicly 
attack, either the multiplication 
table or the right of self-determina- 
tion. 

In this tragic hour, when the 
Mood of her myrtyred dead cries to 
God for Justice — when Events with 
trumpet tongues challenge the right 
of British domination — when eter- 
nal principles demand vindication 
and liberty for Ireland—when God 
has given her a De Valera — the man 
of the hour — to lead Ireland out of 
the wilderness of oppression to the 
promised land of Independence— a 
brazen band Ot Irijfli traitors ru»h lo 
America to Blast the hopes of their 
own country, babble of "British' 
beneTlconce." and blot from the gal- 
axy of new republics Ita brightest 
star. Made secure from Interrup- 
tions and carefully guarded from 
embarrassing questions, this band of 
Benedict Arnolds spat upon the 
grandest sentiments that ever 
stirred human hearts or called men 
lo die for eternal gtory- They mu- 
tilated history. Ignored facts, dis- 
torted tradition, sneered at the 
graves of Irish martyrs, laughed at 
Erin's tears, mocked at her misery, 
heaped Insults upon liberty and ma- 
ligned her heroes living and dead 
The presence of these men In Amer- 
ica is due to Just one thing — relig- 
ious prejudice. Nothing else could 
make men betray their own race, 
submit without protest to foreign 
domination and' glory In their 
shame. 

The dominating spirit behind their 
mission to Americ^., was unmasked 
by Rev. Louis Crooks, who, accord- 
ing to the printed program, was to 
discuss "Self • Determination, or 
What Is Wrong With Ireland." At 
the last moment the subject was 
changed to "Self- Determination, or 
the Rule of the Hierarchy." He let 
the cat out of the lag. Catholics 
outnumber Protestants In Ireland. 
Under "genuine democracy, self-de- 
termination would make Catholics 
dominant In the affairs of govern- 
ment, and this must not be. Rro- 
lestanto and non-Cathollos are pre- 
dominant In England and the United 
Rtatos. because they are in the ma- 
jority.' Are Catholics to be denied 
the right of majority rule — a right 
freely accorded to Protestants and 
non-Catholic* ? Would not that ho 
Justice? Can democracy make this, 
damnable distinction? If so. damn' 
that kind of Justice. To hell with 
such democracy! Reverse condi- 
tions and these Ulsterman would be 
glad <o see their country free and 
independent. If self-determination 
meant Protestant ascendancy, they 
would not only reject, but spit upon 
cvorv argument they uttered from 
the Medlnah platform The selfish 
Interests of British exploiters inspir- 
ed the capitalization of religions 
prejudice In Ulster. Tfits is the only 
thing that now prevents the Irish 
Republic from taking Its place in 
the sisterhood ot nations.

Every 
mention of the Union Jack, every 
lying reference to "British benefi 
cence," every exultation over the 
achievements ot her army and navy, 
was cheered to the echo. Every in- 
sult hurled at Eamon Do Valera, 
overy thrust at Catholics, every 
sneer at the hopes of heroes fight- 
ing and dying for the Republic of 
Ireland, was greeted with biases and 
derision. 

No hate-breeding, hypocrrdcal 
performance, such an staged at 
Medlnah Temple, would be complete 
without Inviting . the audience to 
Join la singing some of America's 
national anthems, but nobody had 
the nerve to attempt to reconcllo the 
despotic and bigoted utterances 
from the platform with the high 
and holy sentiments' expressed In 
song.

Then when the patriots of Bgyp 4 .. 
India and Ireland offer to accept the 
invitation— when they attempt to 
partake — England not only denies 
them their God-given share in Pree- 
dom. but sends them a Gen. Dyer or 
a Gen. Prench. to answer their 
prayers with gatllng guns. How 
does this bloody chapter of recent 
BritUth history in Amritsar compare 
with the story of German atrocities 
In Belgium? When and whore did 
Von Biasing equal the bloody record 
of Gen. Dyer? Belgium suffered to 
be sure — suffered the horrors of 
war — four long years, but her op- 
pressors did not commit one in- 
fringement of liberty, nor perpetrate 
a single atrocity that is not paral- 
leled In the story of British rule In 
Ireland. But instead of four years, 
or even four centuries, Ireland has 
suffered this Hunateh treatment for 
700 years. Tho Ulster traitors want 
America to help England maka It 
eternal. 

What Ireland has suffered at the 
hands ot Great Britain can not be 
told in human speech. To find terms 

that would fully express the agony 

of Erin one would have to descend 
Into hell and wring from the Hps of 
tire words born of unutterable woe 
—expressions fashioned In the red 
forge of ultimate damnation, and 
these might do justice to British 
brutality, but I doubt It. StlU tho 
Irish traitor from Ulster sang:

Mrs. Paul W. Bartlett. wife of 
Paul W. Bartlett. the well known 
American sculptor, came to her hus- 
band's rescue when he found him- 
self compelled to make the Knights 
of Columbus statue ot LaPayette for 
Metz In Prance. Bartlett was at a 
loss to proceed with work on the 
statue, which Is a duplicate of the 
equestrian LaPayette presented to 
Prance by the school children of 
America some years ago. , There 
was hardly a foundry in Prance 
where where the work of moulding 
the colossal body of the statue could 
be executed, but Mrs. Bartlett, who 
was in Paris, was commisslosed to 
find one. Within three days she 
cabled to her husband in New York 
that she had found one place — the 
only place In Prance capable of 
handling the big Job. The statue, 
with the aid of the Prench Govern- 
ment, is now In process of mould- 
ing. But it will take considerable 
time, as besides the body of the 
statue, representing Lafayette on his 
horse about to leave Mete to fight 
in the American revolution, carries 
four bas-reliefs showing Oon. Per- 
shing at the tomb of Lafayette, 
Marshal Poch addressing the Su- 
preme Officers of the K. of C. when 
he prophesied a quick end to the 
war In August, 1918. President 
Wilson addressing bis war message 
to Congress, and Christopher Colum- 
bus In the act of discovering Amer- 
ica. The members of the Knights 
of Columbus are raising a fund of 
$60,000 to pay for the statue asd a 
large pilgrimage of Knights will go 
to Metx In August for the unveiling.

Por It may now be 
definitely announced that all ar- 
rangements have been perfected for 
a great International Gregorian 
Congress, to be held In St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, New York. June 1. 2 and 
3. Last year's congress was held at 
Lourdos In Prance and attracted 
thousands ot muBlc pilgrims to the 
far famed Grotto. Other congresses 
have been held at various European 
centers with marked success, but It 
Is confidently expected that the one 
to be held In New York In June will 
surpass all that have gone before. 
The world famous authority .on 
Gregorian chant. Dom Mocquereau, 
will come from Quarr Abbey In Eng- 
land to be the principal director of 
the congress, while the equally cele- 
brated organist.

Through the National Catholte 
War Council, co-operating with tha 
War Department, the Catholic 
schools of the United States have 
been entered In the national essay 
contest on the subject: "What Are 
the Benefits of Enlistment In the 
United States Army?" NoUca ot 
tho contest has been sent to every 
parish by Rev. John J. Burke. C. 8. 
P.. Chairman of the Committee on 
Special War Activities. "This con- 
test is open to our psrochlal 
schools," he says In his communica- 
tion: and we wish that one of our 
pupils would win the price. 

The conditions of the contest are 
described in the following circular 
eeOt out by the War Department: 

A> national essay con teat for 
school eh'rJsjYen of the United States 
on the subjat. What Are the Bene- 
fits of an JBUstment In tha U. S. 
Army?'" was^fc^wi rated today un- 
der War DepartlBlt auspices. It Is 
open, without anlBntry fee. to pu- 
pils of all schoolXin Amerilk ex- 
cept colleges and ua^ersltiea^fctu- 
dents of public graHe* or 
schools, private school sV 
black, red or brown, male 
American or foreign born, 
ble to compete. 

The rules of the contest are as 

rollows : 

Essays to be written in tha class 
rooms on Friday. February 20. 
1920. from notes if desired 

No essay to be more than 400 
words in length. 

Pen and Ink or pencil may be 
used, but only one side of the paper 
to be written upon. 

Essays will be judged strictly on 
a basis of originality, expression 
and sincerity. 

A board of throe teachers In each 
school will pass upon the essays 
written la their school, and submit 
not later than February 27. the beat 
essay from that school to the U. 8 
Army District Recruiting Officer for 
the district in which the school is 
located. The fifty-six District Ro» 
crultlng Officers will appoint boards 
of judges tn each of their districts 
to select the best essay submitted by 
the schools ot their district. Each 
District Recruiting Officer will then 
forward the best essay written In his 
district to. Washington. 

The fifty-six prize essays will then 
be passed upon by a national board 
composed of Secretory of War New- 
ton D. Baker. General John J. Per- 
shing, who commanded the A. E. F 
and Oeneral Peyton C. March. Chief 
of Staff. U. S. Army. They will pick 
the three best essays and declare 
them the national winners on April 
19. 1920. 

On May 6th these three national 
winners, accompanied by parent or 
guardian and the District Recruiting 
Officer, will come to Washington to 
receive priios from the hand of the 
Secretary of War, as the guests of 
"The Come-Back." published In the 
Interest of the patients at Walter 
Reed Army General Hospital, D. C, 
which will also provide the prises 
for the national winners. The best 
essay writer will receive a "gold 
medal, embossed with the seal of 
the War Department, while the 
school he represents will receive a 
handsome silver loving cup, stand- 
ing eighteen Inches. The second 
best essay writer will receive a sil- 
ver medal, and hla school a four- 
teen-inch silver loving cup. The 
third prize winner will recolve a 
bronze medal, and hla school a 
twelve-Inch silver loving cup. The 
cups and medals will be ot the same 
design and appropriately engraved. 
All cups are of sterling sliver. 

SUPPORTS IRISH REPUBLIC. -

nians to the Irish Republic. It was 
resolved to purchase $10,000 worth 
of the Republic bonds, and the La- 
dles' Auxiliary will also take 16,000 
worth.

That poteen making is a domestic 
Industry of considerable antiquity Is 
a fart of history. In the Rod Book 
of Ossory there Is a description of 
the virtues of ■ "uisge-beatha," a 
Gaelic compound, signifying the 
Water of Life — and a recipe for 
manufacturing It from malt. When 
the Anglo-Normans landed in Ire- 
land more than 700 years ago they 
found the people, -according to their 
chroniclers, adepts In the art of dis- 
tillation. 

It 1» not very clear, by the way. 
when tho term •'potCien"-^-derlred 
from the small pot stills la which 
tho liquor is made-- first came into 
general use; -probably somewhere 
about the middle of the eighteenth 
century, when a band of -smugglers 
set up large pot stills in County An- 
trim an. 1 laid the foundation of tho 
famous Bushmills Distillery, the 
oldest. in Ireland. The manufacture 
of uisge-beatba must have continued 
to flourish during the centuries im- 
mediately .following tho invasion, 
for restrictions were af length Im- 
posed upon the domestic distilling 
and the sole of spirits, by the Par- 
liament of the Pale. It was charac- 
teristic of those times that whllo the 
poor man thereafter caught In the 
act of making poteen was led to the 
nearest tree and hanged, the nobil- 
ity, exempt from any penalty what- 
soever, could dlatill arxl drink away 
to their, hearts' .content. 

As in the days of soap and candle 
smuggll"g. eluding, the .gauger now 
beoame . a fresh bond of union be- 
tween orange and green, the 
Protestant planter of Ulster having 
as little respect for the distilling 
laws as had the Catholic Celt of 
Connacht. Just a century ago the 
poteen traffic had become so exten- 
sive, not alone in Ireland but in 
England and Scotland as well, thot 
more than half of the spirits actual- 
ly consumed in these countries came 
from mountain caverns, lonely islets 
and bogland^ wastes, where the po- 
teen distiller, was able to evade the 
law and pursue his illicit industry 
without fear of molestation. A reg- 
ular literature — probably hn.rled Jn 
the pages of defunct Irish maga- 
zines — must have grown *up around 
the subject of poteen making a few 
generations ago. when the majority 
of Irish farmers were ther own dls 
tillers, and many of them retailers 
of unlicensed spirits-— when Lover 
Pong; , • 

O, I was monarch (n state. 

Like Romulus or Julius Caysar, 
With the best of fine vittels to ate 

And drink like great Nehucbad 
nezzar, 

A rasher of bacon I'd hare. 

And potatoes the finest was seen 
sir;. 

And for drink it's no claret I'd 
crave, 

But a keg of old Mullen's poteen 
sir, ■ 

With the smell of the smoke on It 
still. 

A law was passed imposing 
heavy fine on any townland In which 
a poteen still was discovered. Hut 
the artful construction of private 
distilleries on the. boundaries drove 
the proverbial coach and four 
through that statute. Stories, too, 
could be told of how revenue offi- 
cers used to be kidnaped and- kept 
in close confinement for weeks to- 
gether in order to prevent their giv- 
ing evidence at Petty Sessions pros- 
ecutions. After the R. I. C. took to 
tracking down 'poteen makers in the 
fifties they would pay handsomely 
for Information regarding the 
whereabouts of a still. Not infre- 
quently It was tho owner himself 
who would put tbem on tho scent, 
and then draw for a worn out and 
worthless apparatus as much "Cas- 
tle money" as would buy him a new 
one!

e word "Catholic" was added 
the (Apostles') Cre»-d In the fifth 
entury, but the word wan not new 
in Ch'-iftlan usage, and Its addition 
only showed that the point needed 
emphasizing am Inst the attacks of 
hnretios who were .arising. The 
word "Catholic" is found In the very 
earliest writers of the church. Thus 
in the year 110, only a few years 
after the death of the last of the 
Apostles, .8t. Ignatius writes: 
"Wheresoever the Hishop shall ap- 
pear, there let the people he. even 
as where JeaUBtmay be, there is the 
Catholic Church." And Harnack 
makes one significant admission, 
which must cause some searching 
of heart to those Ueformaticn 
Christiana, who 'refuse to see* how 
■strong the claims of the Catholic 
and Itoman church are in the pages 
of antiquity. He tells us that al- 
ready at»the end of the second cen- 
tury the word "Catholic" "dcscrlhed 
the visible. orthodox churches 
which, undAr definite organisation, 
had grouped themselves round the 
Apostolic foundations and especially 
round Home, as distinguished from 
the heretical communities." 

It therefore the 'word "Catholic" 
was not added to the Apostles' 
Creed until the fifth century. It was 
not because the early chu-eh did not 
hold all that the word now signifies 
for us. Rather was it true that all 
this was taken for granted. In the 
form of Arlanism. heresy took its 
first formidable rhape, and It was 
condemned by the first General 
Council at the beginning of the 
fourth century. One "of the earliest 
subterfuges of these heretics was to 
claim that there was a true and 
holy church which was not the 
Catholic church. Then It became 
needrul to emphasize a simple truth 
that hitherto had not. seemed to call 
for explicit statement. In (he be- 
ginning no one questioned the fact 
that the only Holy Church In the 
i'.,es of the Apostles was the Catho 
He Church: but when heretics began 
to spread doubts on this subject, the 
church wa« obliged to make the 
wording of her creed so clear that 
even malice could not distort Its 
meaning: and so the original article 
wan Aapanded Into Its fuller ex- 
pression: "I believe In the Holy 
Catholic Church." 
- Thus the insertion of the word 
"Catholic" Indicates no innpvatlon 
of doctrine, but merely the stressing 
of an acknowledged truth which 
heresy had th«o made hold to ques- 
tion for the first time. In Its pres- 
ent form, the article In the Apostles' 
Creed. "I believe In the Holy Cath- 
olle Church." had been In use for 
well over I'.OOO years before the 
real Innovations of the Protestant 
Reformation were even conceived. 
Catholic faith has remained the 
same from the time of the Apostles; 
Protestant creeds are changed like 
garments that vary with the fash- 
Ions of the day. Tet truth f« one 
and alters not with time nor tide.

When the army was 
officially demobilised lust October 
he was among the officers selected 
by the War Department for reten- 
tion In the service, pending the 
establishment of a permanent mill 
taVy policy by Congress. 

Receipt at Camp Taylor some 
lime ago of a Beries of charts on 
court martial procedure, from the 
War Department, with the printed 
endorsement. "Prepared by Major 
A. Scott Bullitt. J. A ," disclosed an 
important piece of work doae by 
him. They were sent by the War 
Department to the various army 
camps and posts for use by the 
staff and trial Judge Advocates, 
wherever American troops are lo 
cated. 

At the outbreak of the war in 
April, 1917, Major Bullitt, then 
County Attorney, applied fer avia 
tlon service, and took a number of 
Rights at the Princeton aviation 
field, but was rejected* an account of 
being above the aviation age limit 
Later he tried without success for 
service with the Judge Advocate 
General's Department overseas, In 
the spring of 1918. Palling in that 
he applied for voluntary induction 
as a private in artillery, and waa 
accepted In the fall of 1918. Serv- 
ing as a private lo the Depot Bri- 
gade, promoted to Sergeant and 
then to Sergeant Major, he drew the 
attention of the camp Judge Advo- 
cate's office through defending a 
number of soldiers tried before 
court martial, including the famous 
case of Lieut. McNamee, whom the 
Oovornment brought to trial after a 
nation-wide search. After the armis- 
tice he waa detailed to duty under 
the Camp Judge Advocate, was com- 
missioned as Major, and later trans- 
ferred to Washington for doty In 
the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment, where he has been lo- 



cated tor over a year. It rs ex 
Pec ted that Major Bullitt will soon 
be back in Louisville, unless per- 
chance some Mexican trouble should 
break out and cause the officers in 
Washington to be assigned to duty 

. with the troops on the border. 

Major Bullitt's name is frequently 

.mentioned as the probable choice of 
the Democratic party for Mayor next 
year. He has the warm friendship 
of the various ward and district 
leaders. Every active precinct 
worker In the parly knows him per- 
sonally. He seems to be their first 
choice lo a man. They claim he 
would know who did the hard work 
and make appointments accordingly. 
But according to his closest friends 
be will not make the race or be a 
candidate for any office. 

It Is known, however, that upon 
his return to Louisville. Major Bul- 
litt will take an active hand In 
party affairs and enter vigorously 
Into the fight to elect a Democratic 
Mayor and Judiciary next year.

TOLERANCE. 

One of the greatest virtues in this 
world and one of which we seldom 
hear Is the virtue of tolerance. It la 
something which Is needed in Amer 
lean life today, both public and prl 
rate. Quickness is an American 
characteristic, and we are sometime* 
too quick In our judgments of other 
people. A quick judgment is sel 
dom a sane judgment. We are too 
prone to down the "other fellow 
when he commits some act or word 
which does not agree with our idea 
ef what he should have done or 
said under the circumstances. This 
does not mean that we are narrow- 
minded where politics or religion 
are concerned. Our education and 
11 r nntional "open-gate" policy has 
overcome thin. nut we are too 
quick to judge our fellow-belngi 
hen their personal life and habits 
are concerned. Frequently we know 
very few of the circumstances, but 
we jump to a conclusion, base our 
judgment largely on hearsay and de- 
nounce someone as hard-hearted or 
a coward when. If the truth were 
known, he Is probably a better man 
than we. Many times people dis- 
play lack of nerve at a - crisis 
through no fault of their own. It 
may be that they have been over- 
worked and their nervous system 
win not stand the added strain, or It 
may be the outcropping of some In- 
herited tendency which needs only 
a nervous crisis to show It up. Con- 
sequently.' we should be tolerant in 
our Judgment. Some day we may 
be In need of tolerance ourselves.

The Hon. Champ Clark, of Mis- 
souri, former Speaker of the House 
of Representatives In Washinirton, 
recently frankly and In unambigu- 
ous terms denounced the growing 
habit of looking for aid to the na- 
tion In educational and other mat- 
ters. Speaking In Congress on the 
rocational rehabilitation of disabled 
person I he took occasion to rebuke 
those who seek, through the Smtth- 
Townor bill and other measures to 
place on the shoulders of the Fed- 
eral Government burdens the peo- 
ple themselves and the Individual 
States should bear and to surrender 
to that Government rights they 
should hold sacred. 

"Why do parents not take care of 
that thing Instead of coming to the 
Congress of the United States to 
have bowlegs and other afflictions 
like that cured?" Replying to the 
argument that the expense Involved 
would not be very great, he de- 
clared: <'0» they say It will only cost 
a million; but that Is a starter, that 
Is the camel's noso under the tent. 
I have seen Beveral of these bureaus 
created since I have been here." 
Clark added that from modest bu- 
reaus they had grown Into large de- 
partments endowed with great au- 
thority and Involving heavy annual 
expense. "There is a bill coming up 
here some time that proposes to 
make a Cabinet member of the Com- 
missioner of Education, a Secretary 
of Education, and I am against It." 
He explained that the result of the 
creation of the department would be 
a vast Increase of expensive govern- 
ment machinery. He emphasised 
that he was "as much In favor of 
education as any man." that he had 
struggled hard to work his way to 
college, and continued: "I was Pres- 
ident of a college when I was twen- 



ty-three- years old down In West 
Virginia, so I have a right to talk 
about educational matters. I saw 
to It that my children both secured 
good educations. Hut whenever that 
bill comes In hero to make a uwless 
department out of the Bureau of 
Education, I am against It. and I 
will use every parliamentary means 
at my command to beet It." And 
attacking the advocates of central- 
ized government and of enlarged 
federal power In a more general 
way. Mr. Clark added: "The United 
States Government can not do every- 
thing: It is utterl ylmposslble. The 
best thing for Congress to do would 
be to pass a resolution here directed 
to the 8tates advising them to re- 
sume their governmental functions, 
and let us alone." 

Representative Clark very proper- 
ly summons the States to do their 
full duty in government, to discon- 
tinue calling on the Government at 
Washington on all possible occa- 
sions. Vice President Marshall has 
recently expressed similar views. 
Alarmed nt the dangerous tendency 
abroad in the land, he demanded 
that the Democratic party adopt in 
Its national plaform a declaration 
"recognizing that this Is still a Fed- 
eration of States; demanding that 
the States discharge the duty of 
self-government; restricting the 
usurpations of the general govern- 
ment." Gov. Edwards, of New Jer- 
sey, has also recently declared him- 
self for a more general return to 
self-government by the States and 
the curtailment of federal aggres- 
sion. 

While Marshall naturally does not 
specifically mention the field of 
education as one in which the tend- 
ency towards centralization la apt to 
produce particularly obnoxious re- 
sults, Clark and th ePost Dispatch 
do. Speaking of the Kenyon Ameri- 
canization bill which, 'though not 
nearly so far-reaching as the fimlth- 
Towner bill, seems to have been se- 
lected by some Senators and Repre- 
sentatives as a useful wedge with 
which they hope to open the way 
tor the coming of the other more 
comprehensive measure, the Pullt- 
ter newspaper says: "However lag- 
ging the State school system may b« 
In some of the States, no greater 
calamity could befall this country 
than to have a Federal system sub- 
stituted. It Is necessary in great 
emergencies that the Government be 
empowered to conscript our bodies 
and our wealth, but never should It 
be permitted the power to control 
or Interfere with the free develop- 
ment of our minds. The Kenyon 
bill does not contemplate any such 
object. It merely provides Federal 
funds for such States as will under- 
take to give 200 hours a year of In- 
struction In > English and history to 
those, forty-five years old and un- 
der, who do not speak the English 
language. But if the Federal Gov- 
ernment Is competent to make this 
appropriation of constitutional right 
' It may pass an? other laws neces- 



sary and proper to the full exercise 
of that right; that Is to say, It may 
lake over the whole subject of edu- 
cation, and when conflict occurs be- 
tween Federal and State laws tho 
latter must yield." 

If an observant editor sees such 
possibilities ahead In a measure ad- 
vocating merely an appropriation of 
Federal funds to Individual States, 
what results must one anticipate 
from a bill such an the Smith-Town- 
er measure which not only provides 
for similar though more extensive 
Appropriations, but also alms- to 
create a Federal Department of Ed- 
ucation with a Secretary of Kduca- 
tion with the rank of a cabinet 
member at Its head! And yet ad- 
vocaten of the Smith-Towner bill 
tell us that there Is no harm in the 
measure, because the bill Itself con- 
tains the clause: "That all educa- 
tional facilities encouraged by the 
provisions of this act shall bo or- 
ganized, supervised and administer 
ed exclusively by the legally const! 
tuted Slate and local educational 
authorities of the State." 

The two tendencies mentioned — 
the one to shirk personal and direct 
obligations in the matter of educa 
lion, and the other to foster cen 
trallzation of pewer in the hands of 
tbo Federal Government — the lat- 
ter, in the present instance, affect 
ing education also — must be gener 
ally and vigorously opposed. Bishop 
Harris has given a clear, basically 
Important Exposition of tho rights 
and duties Involved in the matter 
of education; and the other opln 
Ions quoted bear with equal strength 
on a movement threatening these 
rights. Mr. Clark's advice: Let the 
parents and the Individual States do 
their full duty, let the States, If 
necessary, be ordered to safeguard 
and exercise their own autonomy, is 
prudent and timely. In fact, its ob 
Bervance Is one of the most neces- 
sary tasks of the present time.
